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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 04/23/2009, with respect to claim rejection under § 103 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Support for amended Claim 1 can be found at 
paragraph [0083]. The claim rejections under §103 of claims 1-2 and 4-14 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2 and 4-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowed over the closest references: Takayuki et al. (JP2001- 
062934) and Neumann (US 4201308). 

Takayuki ct al. discloses flat tire repairing agent comprising rubber latex solution and 
vinylon short fiber and teach away the use of the short fiber having diameter less than 50 um 
([0010]). Thus, Takayuki et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed puncture sealing agent 
comprising at least a rubber latex solution, a short fiber and a clay base viscosity improver , 
wherein a diameter (D) of the short fiber is in the range of 5 < D < 30 um , and a length (L) of the 
short fiber is in the range of 2 mm to 7 mm. 

Neumann discloses a water-based sealant compositions essentially consist of synthetic 
acrylonitrile-butadiene copolymer latexes and water-washed kaolin clay. However, Neumann 
fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed puncture sealing agent comprising, in particular , the 
short fiber.

There is no prior art of record, alone or in combination teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
puncture sealing agent.
